12 a naval blockade of Red 
China, air operations over 
Manchuria and supply sup- 
port of Chinese Nationalists. 


Since he was never allowed 


to carry this out, MacArthur 
said he "assumes" the joint 
chiefs were overruled by 
President Truman or Secre- 
tary of Defense Marshall. 


MacArthur told senators in 


testimony behind closed doors 
that the joint chiefs had pre- 
sented to the secretary of de- 
fense on that date the exact 
recommendations he made to 
congress April 19 for prose- 
cution of the Korean war. 


In that speech to congress, 


MacArthur had said he un- 
derstood his views were fully 
shared in the past by the 
chiefs of staff from the mili- 
tary standpoint. 


The Defense department 
ater issued a statement say- 
ng the White House had au-

MacArthur from his com-

Father Slays Eight Children,

Basically, it does not matter whether the senate hear- 


ings into the MacArthur controversy and our Far Eastern 
policy are open to the public or not. Past experience with 
closed sessions assures that most of what is said behind 
locked doors will find its way into print anyway. 


The very vital question of military security thus cannot 


be solved simply by closing the committee room doors., Sen 
ators enjoy being privy to important secrets; they enjoy even 
more passing them on to reporters. 


The temptation to leak out the big things buzzing in their 


heads' or resting in their desk drawers is just too great for 
most of them. They seem to regard leaking vital informa- 
tion as one way of establishing or enhancing their own 
prestige. 
In this-particular instance, the urge is probably greater 


than ever. The MacArthur issue has stirred violent emo- 
tions on both sides. Antagonists are eager to throw into the 
balance of debate every scrap of evidence they can unearth.

will suffer, and that American soldiers fighting in Korea will 
pay with their lives.

Taft Speech Clarifies Stand 
On Far Eastern Policy

Washington—(NEA)—The great debate between Secretary of 


State Dean Acheson and Sen. Robert A. Taft before the U. S. Cham- 
er of Commerce convention in Washington never came off. They 
were separated by a band concert and another speech by the Cham- 
)er's retiring president, Otto A. Seyferth. 
Shucks. 
They were 


icver even in the hall at the same time. 


Secretary Acheson spoke first and his speech fell flatter than 


crepes suzette pancake. 
Before a picked audience of 1,000 Cham- 


er of Commerce officials from all over the country, he passed up 
he opportunity to answer criticisms that have been raised against 
h« President's and his foreign policy. And he muffed the chance 
o answer the policy of General MacArthur, point by point. All h« 
id was read a dull, prepared text while the polite audience sat on 
Is hands. 


On the other hand, Senator Taft wowed 'cm. He spoke from 


otes, freely and with good emphasis. 
He drew laughter and fre- 


uent applause. 
If any of his audience had any previous doubts 


bout what may now be known as the MacArthur-Taft line, they're 
one now. 


Careful analysis of the Acheson and Taft speeches, however, r«- 


eals that the differences between them are not as great as most 
eople imagine. On the North Atlantic Pact, arms aid for Europe, 
nd economic aid for those countries resisting Communism, Senator 
aft told the Chamber of Commerce that "those general policies are 
ot particularly disputed today. 
The great differences of opinion 


ave arisen in the application of those policies." 


HINKS COST IS EXCESSIVE 


In perhaps the clearest exposition of his views he has made to 


ate, Senator Taft put forward the idea that the thing bothering 
im most was the cost and America's ability to meet that cost. 


He doesn't think the United States can afford forces of three 


nd a half million .men. Instead of spending §85 billion a year on 
efense and government, he would spend only $65 billion. 


Instead of sending so many ground troops abroad. Senator Taft 


ould concentrate on developing sea and air power. 
These are 


hings which the senator has said before, consistently. 


A second major point that seems to be bothering Senator Taft 


s the possibility that the President and State Department will nego- 
iate a cease-fire agreement with the Chinese Communists. 


This goes back "to last January when the United Nations Good 


iffices team proposed a five-point armistice. 
It would have pro- 


ided for withdrawal of all non-Korean troops, UN administration of 
<orea during the truce, and a four-power conference of U. S., Brit- 
in, Russian and Red China to settle Far Eastern issues. 


This was admittedly a screwy proposal as the U. S. would have 


een outvoted three to one on some issues like recognition of Red 


China. U. S. Ambassador Warren Austin opposed* the offer and con- 
idered it futile. He was instructed to go along with the proposal, 
owever. as an act of good faith with the rest of the United Na- 
ions. He believed it would be turned down by Red China and it 
vas. He then began the moves which ended in having Red China 
randed as an aggressor. 


FEARS IDEA WILL BE REVIVVED 


But what Senator Taft now says he is fearful of is that this 


Id cease-fire proposal may be revived. He fears that Congress may 
wake up some morning to find such an offer accepted, unless the 
Congress now takes action to prevent any such appeasement. 


It would seem to require, no great effort on the part of the 


state Department to give Senator Taft assurances such a cease- 
ire agreement will not be concluded, if that's the way they feel 
about it. To do so would restore at least a semblance of bipartisan 
oreign policy cooperation. 


With respect to General MacArthur's policy on Korea, Senator 


Taft would himself appear to be something less than consistent 


As early as last June 28, three days after the Korean war be- 


jan. Senator Taft declared, " . . . if a joint resolution were intro- 
duced asking for approval of the use of our armed forces in Korea 
.. I would vote in favor of it." 


On Jan. 5 Senator Taft declared, "It is far better to fall back 


o a defensible position in Japan and Formosa than to maintain a 
Korean position which would surely be undefensible in any third 
world war." Two days later the Senator took an even stronger posi- 
ion on this point by suggesting that the U. S. should pull out of 
Corca and set up a new defense line based on Formosa and Japan. 


Now, 
however, Senator Taft seems to be taking still a third posi- 


ion—the MacArthur position—in favor of bombing Red Chinese com- 
munications and supply lines in Manchuria. 
On General MacAr- 


hur's proposed blockade of the China coast, Senator Taft told the 
Chamber that he had his doubts as to its effectiveness. 


Anyway, Senator Taft now declares that the bombing of Man- 


hurian bases and the use of Chinese Nationalist troops will not 
•ring Soviet Russia into the war. 
This is a chance we will have 


o take.

Jacoby on Canasta 


How True Meld Rule Works 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Many readers still have trouble 


with the rules about taking the 
discard pile for the initial meld— 
particularly when the pack is 
rozen. Some think that you must 
lave an exact count, and others 
think that you are never allowed 
to take a frozen pile. Both of these 
deas are mistaken. 


Let us take a few examples to 


show how the true rule works. 


Suppose that you need 90 points 


for your initial meld. You have a 
pair of kings and three aces in 
your hand. The player at your 
•ight now discards a king. 


You can take the discard pile 


whether or not it is frozen. Cor- 
rect procedure is to put down the 
two kings and the three aces. Then 
you wait a second or so to give 
everybody a chance to notice that 
the melded cards count up to 80 
(joints and that the discarded king 
completes the correct count of 90 
;x>!nts. 


Then, having followed the cor- 


rect procedure, you add the dis- 
carded king to your meld and put 
the reel of the discard pile in your 
hand. 


Suppose the situation is the same 


except that in your hand you have 
two kings, a pair of queens and a 
joker. You put down your pair of 
kings 
and 
your 
queen-queen- 


joker, and you wait a second, as 
in the first example. 


Everybody sees that you have 


put down 90 points. Thus you 
don't need the discarded king to 
reach the total of 90 points. That's 
all right. You are always allowed 
to have more than the minimum 
count; the rule merely forbids you 
to have less. 


Remember, also, thai it is al- 


ways possible to take the discard 
pile for your initial meld. In fact, 
the rule is exactly 
the same 


whether or not the pack happens 
to be frozen. The freeze merely 
limits your right to make later 
melds, hut it has no effect on your 
Initial meld. • 
* * 


Q—Am I allowed to put down a 


natural canasta of sevens as my 
initial meld? Do they count just 
35 points—or do I also count the 
bonus of 500 points? 


A—That Is not a mifficient meld. 


The canasta counts only 35 point*, 
nine* you do not get the bonus 
until the end of the hand.

It may seem early 
to start 


thinking about what to do for fall 
lay fever, but August rolls around 
iretty fast and those who put off 
planning about this 
unpleasant 


ailment will wish they hadn't. 


There are two reasons for think- 


ing about hay fever now: Those 
who plan to take the injections 
should start soon if they want to 
get much benefit from them. Those 
who hope to escape exposure to 
ragweed pollen by taking their va- 
cations in some favorable spot 
ought to decide where they are go- 
ing before the rush starts. 


There is first the question of in- 


jections. These consist of increas- 
ng doses-of the pollens to which 
the individual is sensitive—usually 
one or more of the ragweeds—for 
those with fall hay fever. The aim 
of this is to lessen the sensitivity 
so that when the pollens arrive in 
the air the hay fever'sufferer will 
not react so violently. But it takes 
time to build up the dose in the 
.njections and for that reason they 
lave to be started some time be- 
tore the season begins. 


What can be expected from the 


injections? 
The results vary all 


the way from complete relief to 
no apparent improvement at all. 
In most, the results are in between 
these two extremes.

ed to break up the rest of the 
Capitol Hill show. 


When the senate convened, there 


were not enough members present 
to do business. Most of them were 
at* the hearings—opened to them 
all by a committee decision Just 
before they began. 


The senate sergeant-at-arms had 


to go out looking for senators. 
Fortunately for him, the first ses- 
sion of the hearings broke up for 
lunch about that time. 


The committees took their recess 


at 11:50 a.m. (The recess was until 
1:30 p.m.) 


As he has before, the general 


protested that the United Nations 
forces are not permitted to carry 
out the "great strategic concept of 
stopping the supplies of troops, of 
preventing the build-up" of enemy 
troops and the disorganization of 
supply lines. 


Take Off Restrictions 


"If you would take off (the pro- 


hibitions) and permit them their 
full capacity, I do not believe it 
would take a very great additional 
component of ground troops to 
wind this thing up," he said. 


If this isn't done, MacArthur 


said, "You would not be able to 
supply enough ground troops m 
Korea to be able to safely clear 
North Korea." 


MacArthur had q u e s t i o n e d 


earlier whether there was any 
great threat of Russian action. He 
said he does not believe Russia 
is in position to "launch any preda- 
tory attack from the Asiatic conti- 
nent." 


The General said 
he believes 


Russian forces in Siberia "are 
largely defensive." 


In this connection, MacArthur 


observed: 


"I believe that the Soviet has 


so often repeated the incorrect 
statement that we are planning 
to attack him that he has finally 
begun to believe it himself." 


Asks Russian Strength 


Senator Russell (D-Ga), chair- 


man of the combined committees, 
called for an estimate by Mac- 
Arthur on Russian Strength in the 
Far East. 


Part of what MacArthur had to 


say on that was deleted from the 
transcript given reporters. 


In that connection. 
Senator 


Hugh Butler (R-Neb), on leaving 
the hearing earlier, had told re- 
porters MacArthur also said he 
doesn't believe Russia could move 
more troops eastward because the 
trans-Siberian railroad already is 
taxed to its limit. 


The transcript recorded Russell 


as asking MacArthur about the 
hazard of having removed all U. S. 
garrison troops from Japan to 
Korea when the war broke out 
last June. 


Says Japan Safe 


MacArthur added that he does 


not believe Japan could have been 
taken except by an amphibious 
effort Then he said: 


"As long as we hold control of 


the sea and of the air over that 
sea, I would doubt that the Soviet 
Union would have been able to 
over-run Japan in any coup de 
main." 


(A coup de main is a sudden and 


unexpected movement and attack.)

rather than actual intervention. 


Portions Deleted 


A 5,000-word summary of- the 


talks in transcript form, some por- 
.ions of which had been deleted, 
was made public last night by two 
senate committees. 


Maj. 
Gen. Courtney Whitney, 


MacArthur's aide, said in New 
York the document had about as 
much bearing on the present situ- 
ation in Korea as would "a report 
on the military operations on Bun- 
ker Hill." 


Whitney also referred to the 


'covert" taking of notes at the 
Oct. 15 conference on Wake island, 
le said no mention had been made 
o MacArthur that any record of 
the talks would be made. 


Pieced Together 


In a letter to Senator Russell 
D-Ga), presiding at the inquiry,

ecord of some portions. 
The record did not purport to

Among others, these included Sec- 
retary of the Army Pace and Brad- 
ey, chairman of the joint chiefs 
of staff. 


Bradley said five copies of the 


record were sent to MacArthur in 
Tokyo shortly after the conference. 
Whitney said "no attention" was 
paid to the copies when they were 
•eceived in Tokyo. 


The conference took place about 


two weeks before the mass inter- 
vention by the Chinese Reds, which 
MacArthur said created "a new 
war."

Governor Sees 'Log -Rolling in

SPRINGFIELD. (AP) — Un- 


budgeted spending proposals for 
new bridges and road purposes are 
running into a stop signal from 
Gov. Stevenson. 


The Governor told 
reporters 


yesterday that legislative approval 
of the items could knock his two 
year budget $100,000,000 out of 
balance. 


The bills represent a "disturbing 


and dangerous" approach to the 
state highway problem, he said, 
and if necessary he will veto any 
that pass. 


"We cannot do the job through 


legislative log-rolling," the Gover- 
nor said. "Certainly we cannot 
afford to let the highway fund 
become a political pork barrel."

W. Gray (D-East St. Louis) pro- 
posed to outlaw manufacture, sale 
or lease of gambling devices in 
any county, instead of only those 
where military posts are locat- 
ed. 


Decisive Vote 


Committee members defeated 


the bills by a decisive vote yes- 
terday. 


Senator R o b e r t Young (D- 


Hurst) said he would support a 
"practical bill" but felt that gam- 
blers could get around the Lewis 
plan by calling their devices names 
not listed in the bill. 


Senator Stanley Mondala (D 


Chicago) said he would favor a 
bill to outlaw all gambling, in- 
cluding race betting. 


After learning of the action, 


Stevenson put out a 
statement 


saying he could see no "justifiable 
basis" for it. 


"I am also struck by the fact 


that one of the members of the 
committee who opposed these bills 
is a sponsor of the bill to set up 
the so-called Little Kefauver com- 
mission," the governor said. 


"I can only inquire 'do the sup- 


porters of this legislative commis- 
sion wish to get rid of crime in 
Illinois or merely to 
investigate 


it?'"

Stevenson was referring to Sen-

senate in Blair Moody, just named to succeed the late Senator Arthur 
Vandenberg. 


Young, handsome, smart, independent, popular, hard-working: and 


fast, the new junior senator has been Washington correspondent for 
the Detroit News for the last 18 years. 


He knows Washington inside and out. He knows all the important 


people in town. What's more, they know him. It is doubtful if anyone 
was ever appointed to fill a congressional vacancy with better back- 
ground for the job. 


He has his reputation still to 


make, however, as a politician. 
Vandenberg's term would have ex- 
pired in January, 1953. So Moody, 
running/for the fall term to suc- 
ceed himself, will have to stand for 


4}c-election in 1952. 


Though he has lived full time in 


Washington ever since the New 
Deal began, the 49-year-old Moody 
has maintained a legal residence in 
Detroit. This qualifies him- as a 
citizen of Michigan and makes it 
possible for him to run for office. 


He has announced that he will 


run as a liberal Democrat, which 
fits his known views and sympa- 


^hics. He has, however, never al- 


lowed them to color his work as 
•» newspaperman. 


He xvas particularly close to 


Senator Vandenberg, whose views 
on the bi-partisan foreign policy 
he supported fully.

pTake-Home Pay of Business 
Hit by High Taxes-like Yours 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK, (AP)—The take- 


home pay of business is being: 
Kharply curtailed this year—just 
like yours—by the outstretched 
hand of the tax collector. 


Most companies are payinpr two 


and a half times as much in in- 


e taxes as last year. In some 


Industries—oil and rubber, for ex- 
ample—it's three to eight times as 
much. That's because gross earn- 
ings are higher and tax rates were 
raised after Korea to pay for the 
nation's defense program. 


Many companies pay more in 


taxes than they have left over as 
net income. The average corpora- 
tion's income and excess profits 
taxes take 10 cents out of every 


^ales dollar. 


High Volume 


But most companies have suf- 


ficiently higher gross incomes to 
show net gain in take-home pay 
over last years due to the enorm- 
ously larger volume ' of business. 
Some notable exceptions, however, 
report net earnings down this year 
because of the tax take. 


In the case of companeis vulner- 


able to the excess profits tax, slap- 
ped on since Korea with the aim of 


keeping companies from profiteer- 


ing out of the defense program, 
the present tax payments reach 
much higher than for those who 
escape it so far. In one case, an 
exceptional one, the tax payment 
is 28 times what it was a year ago. 


Three Factors 


The steep rise in tax collections 


is due to three factors: First, of 
course, is that business is good and 
profits are higher—you have to 
have a sizable income to pay a 
.sizable tax. Second, income tax 
rates are higher—17 per cent on 
corporate income now as against 
38 per cent before Korea. Third, 
businesses which are doing excep- 
tionally well this year, or were 
doing not so well in the years 1946- 
•19 are coming under the excess 
profits tax—7" per cent on income 
in excess of 85 per cent of their 
three best out of four years in 
1946 to 1949. 


Some companies are fairly im- 


mune to EPT. That's because their 
earnings in the base period were 
relatively high, or because their 
investment totals are so high in 
relation to profits as to exempt 
them.
